‘Treasurer's Report 


Last month I wrote about 501(€)(3), 
offering a basic description of what it 
is, That really didn t answer any 
questions about why or why not the 
tax exemption status is worth it for us 
to pursue. I hope to answer some of 
those questions here and in the next 
O-Beat, 


For the period February 1 thru 
February 28, 1997, the club s general 
checking account had the following, 
activity’ 


Income: $2080 Expenses: $278.40 
Ending Balance: $577.67 


(See the treasurer fora full report.) 


‘As I mentioned last month, probably 
the main reason for this status is to 
allow us to be able to receive grants or 
funding from government and private 
agencies. There are also tax 
exemptions, like sales tax exemptions, 
which we can take advantage of, 
PPRAA is currently a state nonprofit 
corporation but that s not good. 
enough to receive most of these. 
benefits 


Here are several example where this 
status will help. Currently we 
annually spend about $960 for 
mailing the ?-Beat, With a S01(c\(3) 
wed qualify for low-cost bulk mail 
rates which would save us several 
‘hundred dollars each year. The per- 
piece rate drops from $0.32 to as low 
as $0,096, plus we incur an annual 
$985 fee, and a one-time fee of $85 for 
permit, So in the first year, we d 
save $502, and each year after that we 
d save $5871 In two years we d save 
over $1,000 which could be used. for 
trailer repair or equipment purchases! 
If we do nothing else, that alone 
‘would save us money. Liberty HS 
recently doubled their rental fee 


to non-$01(c)() corporations, That 
put Liberty out of our price range 
‘What was $500 is now $1,000. If we 
‘were 501(0)(3) we might not have 
switched to Doherty HS for this year s 
hamfest. 


Lets not stop there, With the 
501(¢)(3) we could find grants which 
could pay for either the repairs needed 
to our trailer, or for a replacement 
trailer. What about equipment that 
‘could be used for a station to fit in 
that trailer? Equipment that could be 
used for public service work? 
Equipment that could be used during 
SAREX contacts for educational 
‘purposes? Additional funds for the 
classes? The sources for these funds 
are usually gov t agencies or private 
foundations that are also S01(c\3)s, 
In general, other 501(c\3)s that are 
formed for the purpose of raising 
‘money are required by their nules and 
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IRS regulations to donate money to 
other 501(¢)(3)s or otherwise use the 
money for their chartered purpose. 
"These are the corporations from 
which we could receive grant money. 
‘Other benefits include the privilege to 
receive froe radio and television 
public service announcements by local 
media. How do you think the club 
can benefit by having the 
501(6)(3)The list of what we COULD 
do if'we have more funds available is 
infinite

Good news for ham radio volunteers: 
the Amateur Radio Volunteer 
Services Act of 1997 (HR 1013) 
introduced this week by US Rep Anna 
Eshoo of California, If enacted, the 
bill would place volunteers in 

the Volunteer Examination Program 
and the Amateur Auxiliary under 
the protections of the Federal Tort 
Claims Act by affording them the 
same legal protections as employees 
of the Federal Government while 
they're carrying out such volunteer 
duties, "This bill would help 

protect the personal liability of 
volunteer Amateur Radio operators 
‘while performing duties on behalf of 
the Federal Government," Eshoo

said in introducing the measure, As 
she explained it on the House 

floor, it's simply a question of fairness 
for volunteers, who risk 

damaging lawsuits while saving the 
government time and money. The 

bill was introduced with 21 
‘cosponsors hailing from both parties. 


HR 1013 is nearly identical to a bill 
introduced last year but not 

enacted and similar to a unanimously 
accepted amendment to the FCC 
reauthorization bill that Eshoo herself 
offered last year in the 

Commerce Committee. 


On the House floor, Eshoo outlined 
the rationale behind the Amateur 
Radio Volunteer Services Act of 1997 
in these words, and urged her 
colleagues to support the bill 


"Amateur Radio operators are self 
regulated, with volunteer 

operators monitoring the airwaves for 
violations and administering, 
licensing exams. This volunteer corps 
saves countless hours of 

staff time and resources for the 
Federal Communications 
Commission;

‘however, because they are not Federal 
employees, they put their 

personal assets at risk inthe event of 
Actions taken against them 

as a result of their volunteer service to 
the Government." 


“It is simply unfair that these 
volunteers who are saving the 
Government time and resources 
should have to risk their personal 
assets in carrying out their service. 
The Amateur Radio Volunteer 
Services Act would classify those 
individuals donating their time 

and expertise to maintaining the 
quality of the Amateur Radio 
airwaves as Federal employees only 
for the purpose of actions taken 
against them in the performance of 
their duties as self-regulators. 

‘This action will ensure the continued 
‘viability of the amateur radio 
community and continue to save the 
FCC and the Federal Government 
time and money that would otherwise 
need to be expended."
